A REMARKABLE DISCOVERY.

On J u d o 28, 1878, F. Marion D avis, a 
beater in the roliing-nr.H ol the Philadel­ 
phia Iron and Steel Company, was struck 
by an iron clamp weighing about fourteen 
pounds, which was thrown with terrible 
force from the shaft of a r e v e lin g fly­ 
wheel. 
The clamp was in the form < f the 
tetter * U,” made of square iron, and one o! 
the exterior angles of the iron at the curved 
part of the clamp struck Mr. Davis in the 
forehead, breaking loose aud partly forcing 
through the fekio a crescent-shaped frag­ 
ment of the frontal bone, measuring three 
inches in extrem e length and seyen-eighihs 
of an inch in width in the center or widest 
part, thus producing not only a compound 
fracture o f the skull, but cutting through 
the longitudinal sinus or large blood vessel 
of the interior of tbe top of the head, per­ 
mitting an extrusion and loss of a consid­ 
erable portion ot the brain substance. This 
torm of fracture, known as ecrarement, or 
“smash,” consists not only of a crushing 01 
the bone itself, but also of a separating of 
the neighboring sutures. 
Beside tbe in ­ 
jury to the skull there was a loosening of 
me teeth, aud such injuries of the jaws 
that the patient was unable to open his 
mouth for more than three weeks. 
Mr Davis was carried to his ho ne, in 
tbe vicinity ot the mill, and Dr I G Young 
of Bennington, was immediately sum ­ 
moned. On examination of tho wounds 
tney were pronounced necessarily tats I. 
Dr D II Agnew, Professor of Surgery in 
the University of Pennsylvania, was called 
iu consultation, and he agreed with Dr 
Young that the lesions were of such a 
nature that there was no hope of savii g 
the mans life, but thai while there wa? 
life there was something to work tor, and 
everything was done which the feelings of 
humanity and surgical skill coaid sugg.s*. 
On the tnird day after the accident anoth­ 
er consultation was beld by Dr Young and 
Profeaor Agnew, bat there were no new 
developments in the case from which they 
could gather any hope, aud it was not un­ 
til the expiration oi 
about tbe 
fifth 
week that any encouragement was given. 
In about nine weeks the wound was closed 
by soft tissue, and a few months later 
about one halt of the cavity was closed by 
n new bony formation, and the remaining 
part Is now covered by soft tissue, througn 
which the pulsations of the brain are 
plainly visible.
